The complainant alleged that the irans- 
action was purely one of brokerage and consequently 
a profit of 14 per cent. to 2 per cent. would have been 
ample. The Tribunal found that the respondents 
business was practically that of wholesale grocers, and 
taking into consideration all the circumstances of the 
case, dismissed the complaint. 

The second case, which was adjourned from 19th 
March, related to an offer by Mr. A. Upton to 4 
member of the Federation of Grocers’ Associations 0 
respect of Candles.

“THE MONTHLY BULLETIN.” 

The Monthly Bulletin of Statistics, No. 9, which 
includes figures received up to the 10th March, has Leen 
issued. It may be obtained from H.M. Stationery 
Ufice, price ls. net. The introduction points out that 
where the index numbers of wholesale prices of food 
ae compared with those for retail prices in the same 
countries their wholesale numbers show a greater 
advance than the retail numbers. The following ex- 
amples and explanations of the divergences are given: 

For the United Kingdom wholesale food prices in 
February, 1920, were 182 per cent. higher than in 1913 or 
914, as measured by the Board of Trade index number for 
the month, while retail’ food prices were 135 per cent. 
higher than in July, 1914, at the beginning of February 
and 133 per cent. higher at the end. For France the 
wholesale price index for food shows an advance of about 
340 per cent. on the pre-war level, while the retail index 
shows an advance of about 200 per cent. For the United 
States wholesale prices of food had risen by 153 per cent. 
and retail prices by 97 per cent. Only in Sweden, of all 
the countries for which data are given, was the advance 
similar in extent in wholesale and retail markets. 

These divergences are not to be explained by differences 
in the nature of the data used or in the method of their 
combination. The principal, if not the only, explanation 
is to be found in the control exercised by the various 
Governments over some of the important articles of food, 
extending to subsidising as well as regulating tho retail 
sales. Bread, a very important item in the household ex- 
penditure of the masses of the people, has been the most 
generally regulated and subsidised of all foods, and the 
tendency to reduce the public expenditure on bread sub- 
sidies will doubtless be reflected in the figures whose com- 
parison at recent dates has been dealt with in the preceding 
paragraph.

AN AUSTRALIAN COMPLAINT AGAINST 
LONDON SHIPPING AGENTS. 

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Brisbane (Mr. 
W.J. Weatherill) reports that a Brisbane business man 
recently complained to him of the procedure of a firm 
of shipping agents in London in regard to an indent 
forwarded to them. The Australian firm sent a money 
crder to the London firm asking them to ship certain 
chemicals, packed as directed. The reply from the 
London firm was that as they had now given up their 
merchant and indent business and were confining their 
attention to shipping business only, they regretted they 
could not execute his order, and returned the money 
order. 

The Australian firm contends that the London house 
might have handed this business to some other firm who 
would have executed the order, instead of declining it 
and returning the money order. 








SALE OF BRITISH CONFECTIONERY, ETC., 
IN HOLLAND, DENMARK, SWEDEN AND 
NORWAY. 

Arrangements have been completed between the 
Department of Overseas Trade and the British Manu- 
facturing Confectioners’ Export Union for the despatch 
of an investigator to Holland,’ Denmark, Norway and 
Holland to ascertain the conditions and prospects for 
the sale of British-made Cocoa, Chocolate, Confee- 
tionery, Jams and Preserves in these countries. The 
subjects to be reported upon include :— 

(1) The demand for each class of goods covered by the 
investigation ; 

(2) Systems of packing and ‘‘get up’’ of goods at present 
popular in these markets ; 

(3) Prevailing prices in each market; 

(4) Customs, duties and regulations ; 

(5) Legislative regulations with regard to the composi- 
tion, colouring and methods of sale of confec- 
tionery, jams, etc. 

(6) Nature of competition which British manufacturers 
must face; 

(7) Comparative freights from United Kingdom and 
other countries to each of the markets investi- 
gated. 

(8) Price and credit conditions of sales. 

(9) Commercial organisation of each market. 

Fritish manufacturers in the industries concerned, 
who are not members of the British Manufacturing 
Confectioners’ Export Union, may participate in the 
enquiry on payment of a fee which shall be determined 
on a basis approved by the Department. Such fee must 
be paid before the receipt of the investigator's first 
report, which, it is anticipated, should be ready about 
the end of May.

VOLUME OF OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 


ANALYSIS FOR JANUARY-MARCH, 1920. 








To trace the movements in volume of our foreign 
trade, and compare the present position with that which 
held before the war, the totals of values given in the 
Trade Accounts are not very helpful, owing to the ex- 
ceptional changes in price-levels and to the changing 
constitution of the trade. We can obtain some indica- 
tion of the movement from the comparisons of tonnage 
of merchandise imported and exported, but variations 
of total weight may afford a misleading indication, since 
coods whose value is large in proportion to their weight 
may be taking an increasing relative position in our 
trade, as appears to result from the comparisons which 
follow. 

By estimating, as nearly as the available data permit, 
the value which would be put upon imports and exports 
in the mass, if each item had the same average value 
per unit of quantity as was declared for goods of the 
same description in 1913, we obtain aggregate figures, 
the comparison of which with the corresponding figures 
for 1913, enables the extent of the influence of price- 
changes and the aggregate changes in volume of goods 
imported and exported to be estimated. 

The results are a remarkable tribute to the vitality 
of our trade in the face of difficulties which are 
sufficiently familiar. Our exports of United Kingdom 
produce in the first quarter of 1920. when valued at the 
price-level of the first quarter of 1913. give a total of 
73°7 per cent. of the 1913 record, while the imports, 
after deducting re-exports. amounted to 93 per cent. 
of the 1913 record on a like basis of prices. Of the 
expansion in the excess of imports over exports in the 
auarter by £122.000,000 as compared with 1913, no less 
than £100,000,.000 results from price-changes. and only 
the balance of £22,000.000 from the relative backward- 
ness of our export trade as compared with imports. 
As the price movement has been associated with a creat 
increase in the earnings of our merchant fleet. its 
influence on the balance of our foreign indebtedness is 
not quite what appears on the surface of the figures. 
To a considerable extent what appears as a debit in 
respect of prices due to other countries for necessary 
imports appears as a credit in the earnings of our ships 
in spite of the handicap; in fact, in no small degree as 
a result of the handicap, of congestion at ports which 
reduces so seriously the efficiency of ocean carriers. 

The summary totals resulting from the comparison 
carried out as described above are as follows:—

the “Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 5th February. 
in. which the trade of the year 1919 was simi- 
larly compared with that of 1913, we find the 
decrease in volume of imports, which was 11°6 
per cent. for the whole year 1919 as compared 
with the whole year 1913, was 4:3 per cent. for the 
first quarter of 1920 as compared with the correspond- 
ing months of 1913. For re-exports a decrease of 
21:8 per cent. for the whole year 1919 compares with 
an increase of 10 per cent. for the first quarter of 1920. 
and for exports of United Kingdom produce a decrease 
of 45°] per cent. for 1919 on 1918 haa been followed 
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by a decrease of 26°3 per cent. for the first quarter of 
1920 on the corresponding 1913 figures. The calculations 
whose results are available do not permit of the tracing 
from quarter to quarter through 1919 of the progres 
which took place, but the knowledge that there was g 
eradual development, and the record now available ag 
to the more recent position, enables us to measure 
roughly the rate of progression. Clearly our export 
trade has improved greatly in the last twelve months, 
while the expansion in volume of imports has beep 
relatively small. It is true that there has been q 
notable increase in the weight of imports, namely, from 
about 7,750,000 tons to about 9,750,000 tons in the 
quarter comparing last year with this, and that: for the 
first quarter of 1913 the tonnage was about 12,500,000, 
Such increases as those in timber and wood pulp and 
such facts as that grain rather than flour is the form ip 
which the increased imports of wheat, as compared with 
a year ago, have occurred, furnish an explanation of the 
apparent contradiction of a large increase in tonnage 
of merchandise imported, while the ‘‘ volume’”’ of 
trade has expanded but little, which appears to follow 
from the figures. The large decrease of weight im. 
ported as compared with 1913, while the ‘‘ volume” 
has decreased little, is similarly associated with the 
large decreases in tonnage of iron ore and timber, while 
imports of meat and dutiable foods and raw cotton have 
increased in weight. and in some articles a substantia] 
decrease in value is associated with relatively small 
reductions in the weight of goods handled.

The changes in volume of the three principal classes 
of imports have been, as shown in the above statement, 
an increase of 9 per cent. in Food, Drink and Tobacco. 
a decrease of 4:3 per cent. in Raw Materials and of 
21:2 per cent. in goods classed as Manufactured. These 
figures compare with decreases of 2, 4 and 37 per cent. 
respectively, for the trade of the whole year 1919. 

Tha influence of price-changes, measured by the rela-

The changes in volume of trade shown by this table 
are, in the case of the first two classes, mcreases ot 
632 and 17°6 per cent. respectively, and a decrease of 
345 per cent. in the class of manvtfactured articles. 
Asa whole the recovery of our former position as a dis- 
tributor of goods from all sources to various countries 
appears to be making satisfactory progress. The price- 
changes are curiously different from those of the import 
classes, indicating the effect of the difference in the 
kinds of goods dominating the trade. ‘The price ‘n- 
creases resulting from the above table, in 1920 as com- 
pared with 1913, are 86, 122 and 152 per cent. for the 
three classes, the aggregate of re-exports showing a 
price increase of 120 per cent., as compared with 92 per 
eent. for the whole year 1919. } ct 

It will be observed that a larger proportion of im- 


ported food and raw materials were re-exported in the 


1920 period than in the 1913 period, while of the de- 
creased imports of goods classed as manufactured a 
smaller percentage was re-exported. The imported 
soods of the raw materials class retained in the first 
quarter of 1920 represented 88°7 per cent. of the corres- 
ponding total of the first quarter of 1913. .

For the three principal classes of exports the ce- 
creases in volume shown by this table are 26, 35 and 
244 per cent. respectively. For the whole year !919 
the corresponding figures were 56, 464 and 43} per cent. 
The considerable contrast in the figures for the first 
class, Food and Drink, may be, in part, a seasonal 
matter. For the other classes a substantial step in the 
direction of resuming our position in the trade of the 
world is indicated. If this first quarter were taken as 
an index to a year’s trade, the volume of our exports 
would exceed that of any year before 1906. Unless a 
calamitous change occurs in the conditions of our indus- 
tries, further progress during 1920 may be taken as 
assured, and it may well be that the year will show a 
volume of exports only exceeded in the last four years 
before the war, even if it does not reach the level of 
some of those years. 

The price increases, compared with 1913, which are 
indicated by the above table, are 156, 344 and 202 ver 
cent., respectively, for the three classes of exports. For 
the whole year 1919 they were 134, 224 and 172 respec- 
tively. The exceptional rise in the raw materials ciass 
is, of course, due to the high export value of coal. 

It will be oberved that the percentage increase of cost 
of imported raw materials now exceeds the percentage 
increase of export value of manufactured goods. For 
the year 1919 the retained raw materials were valued at 
152 per cent. above 1918 values. For the first quarter 
of 1920 the corresponding figure is 246 per cent. 

_ The high level of value recently reached for raw cotton 
is largely responsible for this last figure. For the year 
1919 the raw cotton retained hed an average value 203 
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per cent. above that of 1913. In the first quarter of 
1920 the comparison shows a rise of 353 per cent. For 
all other raw materials we find an average rise in prices 
of 159 per cent. in the first quarter of 1920, compared 
with 141 per cent. in the whole year 1919. The rise in 
price of exported manufactures of cotton, which was 
237 per cent. for 1919, was 287 per cent. for the first 
quarter of 1920 compared with 1913 values in each case, 
The increase in average value of all manufactured goods 
exported was 172 per cent. on 1913 values for the year 
1919 and 202 per cent. for the first quarter of 1920. 
While the figures need careful examination before their 
true interpretation can be stated with confidence, there 
is indicated an apparent check to the profitableness 
of manufacturing for export from imported materials. 
It remains to be seen whether the increased cost of 
materials will be reflected in a slower increase in volume 
or in a higher level of values in our export trade later 
on. 





THE BUDGET, 1920-1921. 


SUMMARY OF PROVISIONS. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer introduced on Mon- 
day last his Budget for the financial year April 1, 1920, 
to March 31, 1921. The final balance-sheet, after 
allowing for the changes in taxation summarised below, 
was set out in a Treasury White Paper as follows. This 
shows a, total estimated Revenue of £1,418,300,000, a 
total expected Expenditure of £1,184,102,000, and a 
Balance available for Debt Reduction of £234,198,000.

Excess Profits Duty.—-To be increased from 40 to 60° per 
cent. as from Ist January, 1920. If a war levy on profits 
be imposed the increase of 20 per cent. is to be cancelled, 

Companies’ Profits.—A special tax of Is. in the £ on 
profits of limited hability companies after the first £500. 

Motors.—The existing tax of 6d. a gallon on motor spirit 
and the present licence duties on motor cars and cycles to 
be abolished as from Ist January, 1921, and the following 
system of taxation to be then substituted :-—Motor cars and 
cycles used for trade purposes to pay a new scale ot duty 
according to weight; vehicles used as hackney carriages to 
pay by seating capacity; private motor cars to pay £1 per 
horse power unit or part of unit, with a minimum ot £6. 

Alcoholic Liquors.—Duties on spirits increased from 9Us. 
to 72s. 6d. the proof gallon. Beer duty raised from 70s. to 
100s. the standard barrel. Wine duties to be doubled, and 
sparkling wines to pay 40 per cent. ad valorem. 

Cigars.—A 50 per cent. surtax ad valorem on imported 
cigars. 

Income and Super. Taxes.—Income tax standard rate of 
6s. in the £ unchanged, but proposals by Royal Commission 
adopted for differentiation and graduation, Super-tax 
exemption limit lowered from £2,500 to £2,000, and rates 
increased up to a maximum of 6s. in the £ on a graduated 
scale. Scheme for permanent relief from payment of double 
income tax on the same income within the British Empire. 

Stamps.—Companies’ registration duty to be increased 
from 5s. to £1 per cent. Duties on transfer of stocks and 
shares to be doubled.

AMENDMENT OF INDIAN MERCHANDISE 
MARKS MANUAL, 

Certain additions and amendments have been made 
in the Indian Merchandise Marks Manual, 3rd Edition. 
In a new Rule (27) the Government of India have 
applied to India in its entirety the British practice relat- 
ing to the use of geographical names in trade 
descriptions. 

The loca] Customs Authorities have been instructed 
to enforce the new rules with regard to imported goods 
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after giving reasonable notice to traders, and the local 
Kxeise Authorities have been similarly asked to follow 
these rules in dealing with the labelling of imported 
spirit bottled in India. 

Although under the new rules the use of trade descrip. 
tions such as “* Seoteh ” or ** Lrish’’? Whisky will) in 
future, be prohibited in the case of liquor produced out- 
side Scotland or Ireland, there will be no objection to 
the use of the generic terms ** Whiskey *’ or ** Brandy ” 
on liquor produced either locally or imported from other 
countries. 

The Government of India believe that the action 
taken by them will afiord the necessary protection to 
British trade. 

A revised edition of the Merchandise Marks Manual 
embodying the amendments included in the Addenda 
and Corrigenda is being prepared for issue. In the

THE AUSTRALIAN ASSOCIATION OF BRITISH 
MANUFACTURERS AND THEIR 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

At the anriual meeting of the Australian Association 
of British Manufacturers and their representatives, 
held at Collins House, Melbourne, on 26th February 
last, the President, Mr. R. W. Knox, in his address said 
that with the important development of local industries 
during the war period, it was realised that many articles 
which had been allowed into Australia either on the free 
list or subject to a low rate of duty, would not continue 
to enjoy these conditions. It was felt that preferential 
rates of from 20 per cent. to 30 per cent. must be 
cranted to British goods; and representations on the 
matter had already been made to the Government. 
Mr. S. W. B. MeGregor, H.M. Senior Trade Com- 
missioner, congratulated the Association on the useful 
work it had done. There was supposed to be a clash 
between British and Australian manutacturing § in- 
terests, but he did not believe it actually existed. 
It was resolved that the activities of the Asso- 
ciation be primarily directed towards securing a strong 
ritish preference, and towards preventing the im- 
position of excessive duties on goods of Tritish manu- 
facture. Mr, W. C. Guthrie was clected President for 
the ensuing vear. (The Proposed Tariff is published as 

a Supplement to this issue.) 





BRANCH FACTORIES IN QUEBEC. * 

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Quebee (Mr. 
G, PB. Ramsey) draws attention to the unique position 
which obtains in the Province of Quebee in connection 
with the production of aluminium, asbestos and pulp 
and paper. ‘The raw products are very largely produced 
in the Province, especially in connection with the two 
first mentioned items, which are only partially manu- 
factured there. These products are exported principally 
to the United States to complete the manufacture, or, 
as in the case of aluminium, the manufacturing pro- 
cesses are continucd there by branches of United States 
corporations. ‘ 

Mr. Ramsey adds that there does not appear to be 
any reason why United Kingdom firms. interested 
should not establish branches in the Province of Quebec 
to protect their interests in these particular lines.

With reference to the notice on page 40 of the 
“Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 8th January, calling 
attention to the date fixed for the expiration of the 
suspension of the regulations relating to industrial 
property in Spain, it is notified that a further Decree 
Was issued in the 





‘Gaceta de Madrid” of 30th 
March, postponing the date of expiration from 31st 
March to 15th July next. ‘This concession will be 
eranted to all those countries according reciprocal treat- 
ment to Spain. 





PORTUGUESE EXCHANGE REGULATIONS. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Lisbon reports with 
reference to the question of obtaining remittances from 
Portugual that a Decree, No. 6478, was issued on 29th 
March, the ettect of which is to cancel the powers of the 
Council] Controlling Commerce and Exchange, to leave 
the exchange at the artificial rate of 173d. per escudo, 
and to compel banks in Portugal collecting bills drawn 
insterling to accept payment in escudos at the official 
fixed rate. 

The Board understand that it is impossible at present 
to buy drafts on London at this rate, and represen- 
tations have been made to the Portuguese Govern- 
ment as to the serious loss which British creditors of 
Portuguese firms are likely to incur in consequence 
of the new Decree. 





SWEDISH CUSTOMS TARIFF REVISION. 

As was notified in the issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 27th February, 1919, the Swedish Govern- 
ment has appointed a Committee to enquire into the 
working of the present Swedish Tariff System and con- 
rected questions relating to Commercial Treaties and 
reneral commercial policy. The Report of this Com- 
mittee has not yet been presented, but it is of interest 
to note that various proposals for the amendment of 
Customs duties, which have been recently submitted 
tothe Swedish Legislature, have been rejected on the 
ground that it is advisable to await the Report of the 
Committee before any Tariff changes are made. His 
Majesty’s Minister at Stockholm reports that numerous 
Bills atfecting Customs duties have been submitted (and 
rejected on this ground), including one to protect 
Swedish industries against foreign competition by means 
a a provisional increase in the Customs duties in 
general, in conformity with the present values of goods. 

In a recent speech, the Swedish Minister of Finance 
save a statement of the Government’s attitude towards 
Tariff revision. He said that the Government had eare- 
fully considered the possibility of raising Customs 
duties with a view to increasing the revenue. They 
believed, however, that any increase in those duties 
would tend to augment prices to the consumers. It was 
fully realised that, in certain circumstances, Sweden 
night be compelled to take steps to protect her interests. 
About a year ago the Government had seriously con- 
‘idered the question of restricting the importation of 
luxury goods, but had abandoned the idea. He per- 
snally was convinced that changes in the Customs 
duties were not the right way of settling difficulties 
with foreign countries, and that stronger action, namely, 
the simultaneous control of imports and exports, would 
have to be taken. 





EXPORT OF TIMBER FROM POLAND. 
Information has been received from the Polish Con- 
Sulate-General in London to the effect that an organisa- 
tion on a large seale has already been started in Poland

to deal with the export of Polish timber abroad. A 
special Government Department dealing with timber 
exports and its control has been created under the name 
of ‘‘Pan Stwowy Uzad Eksportu. Drzewnogo ” 
(Government Department of ‘Timber Export in 
Warsaw). 

This Department, however, so far as is known, does 
not intend to eliminate the enterprise of private firms 
or to hinder direct relations between the various Polish 
firms engaged in the timber trade and _ purchasers 
abroad. 








SWEDISH TRADE WITH THE FAR EAST. 

The Swedish Commercial Attaché for the I’ar East 
has recently proceeded to that area to study economic 
and commercial conditions. In an interview with the 
‘* Stockholms Dagblad’’ on the prospects of Swedish 
trade with the Far East, especially China and Japan, 
he stated that he felt quite certain that staple Swedish 
goods, such as wood pulp, matches, paper, petroleum 
and benzine motors, paper machinery, telegraph and 
telephone material, and iron and steel will find a 
market there. 

Sweden's exports to Japan have been steadily rising. 
In 1909 the value was two million yen, in 1913 it had 
risen to five millions, and in 1916 to about eleven 
millions. During the first three quarters of 1919 the 
figure were 7°5 million yen, so that Swedish exports to 
Japan have again become normal. It must be borne 
in mind, however, that the Japanese are producing 
a number of the above articles themselves, and will 
therefore be able to compete with Sweden on the 
Oriental market. Japan is at present building large 
pulp mills, and hepes soon to be able to be independ- 
ent of imported pulp. The erection of all these mills 
will, however, call for the purchase of Swedish 
machinery. 


DUTCH COLONIAL INSTITUTE. 

The Seeond Chamber of the Netherlands States 
General has, passed a Bill granting half a million florins 
as a first instalment of a total contribution of a million 
and a half florins towards the cost of completing the 
building of the Colonial Institute at Amsterdam. 
The aim of the Colonial Institute Association of 
Amsterdam is to collect and distribute knowledge about 
the Dutch overseas possessions, and more especially to 
promote commercial, agricultural, industrial and other 
interests arising for the home country, as well as for the 
Colonies, from the Dutch colonial possessions. When 
in 1915, the construction of the building was com- 
meneced the Association had funds which were con- 
sidered fully sufficient, but the greater cost of construec- 
tion consequent upon the war is estimated at three 
million florins. In view of the national importance of 
the Institute, the Minister of the Colonies undertook to 
include one-half of this sum in the estimates of expendi- 
ture of his department, provided the Associations 
obtained the other half elsewhere. 

The new establishment is to be a central Colonial 
Institute, which will unite under one roof various 
organisations working in different directions in the 
colonial sphere, each remaining independent, but all 
working together. 





ARGENTINE MICA. 

H.M. Acting Consul-General at Buenos Aires states 
that the exportation of mica to the United Kingdom, 
which is taking place on a considerable scale, requires 
the careful supervision of agents in the Argentine 
Republic. Every care should be exercised by British 
firms when selecting their agents for the purchase of 
this article. Should the demand for Argentine mica 
warrant it, he would advise British firms to have their 
shipments of mica inspected by a competent classifier 
before payment is made.

A preliminary report on the bakery and confectionery 
industry in Canada for the calendar year 1918 has been com- 
piled by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, covering reports 
trom 1,930 individual establishments. Distributed bv 
provinces, the number of establishments was as follows:— 
Alberta, 96; British Columbia, 125: Manitoba, 87: New 
Brunswick, 27; Nova Scotia, 51; Ontario, 826: Prince 
Edward Island, 3: Quebec, 629; Saskatchewan, 83: and the 
Yukon, 3. 

The total capital invested in the industry was 40,272,208 
dols., of which Jand, buildings, and fixtures amounted to 
16,385,844 dols., machinery and tools 7,894,910 dols., 
materials on hand, stocks in process, finished products, fuel, 
etc., 7,931,435 dols., and.cash, trading and operating accounts 
and bills receivable, 8,110,019 dols. 

The number of persons employed in the industry amounted 
to 12,060 males and_,7,048 females. whose total wages 
amounted to 14,201,767 dols. 

The total cost of all fuel used during the year was 1,345,606 
dols., comprising 77,283 tons of coal, worth 712,603 dols. : 
coke, 15,665 tons, worth 149,400 dols.; gasoline, 61,802 
gallons, worth 25,748 dols.; fuel oils, 95,140 gallons, worth 
21,535 dols.; wood, 59,005 cerds, worth 314,130 dols.: gas, 
natural and artificial, 246,466,000 cubic feet, worth 111,947 
dols.; and other unspecified fuel worth 10,243 dols. 

The total charge for miscellaneous expenses for the year 
was 7,298,690 dols. The items comprised :—Rent of offices, 
works and machinery, 558,515 dols.; rent of power, 159,460

dols.; insurance premiums, 268,850 dols.; taxes, 609,484 
dols.; advertising expenses, 378,253 dols.: travelling ex- 
penses, 661,729 dols.: ordinary repairs to buildings and

The total cost of all materials used in the manufacture of 
bread, biscuits and confectionery was 51,152,127 dols. 

The total value of products at the point of production 
amounted to 85,555,848 dols., and comprised such items as 
404,954,469 loaves of bread, valued at 40,159,040 dols.: 
59,.767.881 lb. of confectionery, -.valued at 21,280,233 dols. : 
and 42.737 tons of biscuits, valued at 14,264,864 dols.

Where values only are given, it is dangerous, of course. 
in these days of inflated prices, to make deductions as to 
expansion in the volume of trade; but there is reason to 
helieve that the increase of trade in Malaya last year was in 
volume as well as value. It may be pointed out that in 
1918 the value of imports into the whole of the Federated 
Malay States (four in all) was £8,720,920, as compared with 
£11.619,648 for Perak and Selangor alone last year, while 
in 1918 the aggregate value of ihe exports of the four States 
amounted to £25,024,366, against €26,149.150 for Perak and 
Selangor last vear. 

The increase in imports is considered very satisfactory, 
more especially as the proportion of goods from the United 
Kingdom was largely in excess of the quantities in previous 
vears. Tn 1919 the export of tin from Selangor amounted to 
11.320 tons. against 10.753 tons in 1918, but the value was 
only £2.678.919. against £3,171.762 in 1918. The mining 
industry was under an obligation to the Government 
for assisting it in the early part of the year bv sup- 
porting the tin market when the price went to 117 dols. per 
pikul. On 31st December the price stood at 166 dols. The 
export of rubber from the Federated Malay States amounted 
to 108.393 tons, against 78.283 tons in 1918.

The British Chamber of Commerce was opened here on 
13th March at a meeting held in the Sofia (Bulgarian) 
Chamber of Commerce, in the presence of 2bout seventy per- 
sons. The organisation of the Chamber has been entirely 
due to the energy of Major Burt Andrews, the Secretary, 
upon whom much credit devolves. 

The British Commercial Commissioner took the chair, and 
opened the proceedings with a speech delivered in French, 
and Major Burt Andrews followed with one in English. 

The chief points of the latter’s discourse were an allusion 
to the ignorance of Bulgaria previously existing in the U.K. 
and the effect which commerce should have in bringing the 
two countries together. He remarked on the persevering and 
energetic qualities of the Bulgarian people, which were cal- 
eulated to build up a strong and prosperous nation. In the 
past the Central Powers supplied most of Bulgaria’s wants 
and took a big share of her products. The desire now is, he 
said, for the introduction of British goods, but the 
difficultv is to know how and where to obtain them, and how 
to get information as to manufacturers, markets, trade 
methods, ete. The Chamber of Commerce will provide such 
information. Trade Journals and Directories will be avail- 
able in the reading room. Samples of British goods will be 
on view to enable members to see the goods they wish to 
purchase. The Assistant Secretary, who has an American 
business training. will explain the contents of business 
literature to such as cannot read English. Later, a 
writing bureau will be provided. where Bulgarian letters can 
he translated for a small fee. 

ORGANISATION. 


The Council of the Chamber will consist of seven members, 
four of whom will be British subjects, and three Bul- 
garians, and they will control the finance and organisation 
of the Chamber. Half-vearly and vearly meetings of the 
Chamber will he held. 

The Sofia Chamber is an offshoot of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Turkev and the Balkan States. The latter’s 
journal, which is published monthly, is distributed to all 
“hambers in the U.K. and to certain Chambers abroad, and 
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the journals of these Chambers are sent to the Sofia Chamber 
monthly for the perusal of members. Bulgarian members 
will be entitled to unlimited advertisement space, and thus 
Bulgarian firms will become known in the British commer. 
cial world. The Secretary will write a monthly article, and 
thus help to make Bulgaria known to the outside world. 

An entrance fee of £2 or 500 leva per annum is charged 
to every member for the upkeep of the Chamber. This 
entitles members to:— 

(1) Access to reading rooms and use of all information 
which may be supplied by the Chamber, both from journals, 
trade directories, as to addresses of banks and firms, ete, — 

(2) Receipt of monthly copy of Journal. 

(3) Free advice as to British financial and commercial] 
inethods, etc. 

(4) Right of advertisement in the Journal. 

A subscription over and above the entrance fee yj] 
entitle members to a life membership, as is the case in other 
countries. It is hoped that these may amount to 50. This 
will ensure the Chamber being properly run and help to. 
wards the establishment of a reserve fund. 

The Commercial Commissioner will advise on matters of 
British trade policy, and, as President of the Chamber, yi] 
generally, it is hoped, assist the Chamber. : 

The catalogues and samples hitherto on view at the Bul. 
garian Chamber of Commerce have now been transferred 
to the British Chamber, where they will be exhibited to 
much greater advantage. 


DENMARK. 
PROPOSED EXTENSIONS OF GAS PLANTS. 


(From H.M. Commercial Secretary.) 
COPENHAGEN, 

Certain schemes of development are under consideration 
by Danish Gas Works. A party of officials of the Copen- 
hagen Municipality have recently visited Sweden with a 
view to examine the most recent works carried out there in 
respect of gas plant svstems. 

According to the ‘‘National Tidende’’ this commission has 
now returned after examining gas works at Helsingborg. 
Gothenburg, and Stockholm, where there were modern 
British gas generating systems, and also some German plants, 
The visit was of considerable interest in view of the proposal 
to ask the Municipality to vote a sum of eleven million 
kroner for the extension of the Valby Gas Works, and of a 
gas-pumping station there with a pressure svstem carried 
under the harbour to Sundby, the cost of which is estimated 
at 3,000,000 kroner. The article states that the proposal now 
put forward is based on the adoption of the British West 
svstem.

FOREIGN TRADE IN. 1919

Comparative tables of the quantities and values of Swiss 
exports and imports for 1919 show that the total exports

INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS.

SUGAR 


TAMSUI. 

The present sugar season in Formosa has been somewhat 

late in opening owing to shortage of coal at the mills caused 

by the inadeanacy of transport facilities. One or two con 

panies commenced the manufacture of sugar in December.

Crop DIMINISHED By UNFAVOURABLE WEATHER. 


The sugar crop was so seriously diminished by the violent 
typhoon which swept over the Island late in August last that 
i; was estimated the output of centrifugals would not exceed 
4,380,000 piculs (see the ‘‘ Journal”’ of 23rd October, 1919, 
page 511). Even this figure has, however, proved too opti- 
mistic, aS the weather since August has been unfavourable, 
and recent forecasts do not put the production of centri- 
fugals at more than 3,800,000 piculs, and that of brown 
sugars at 400,000 piculs. These figures indicate a serious 
falling-off as compared with the 1918-1919 season, the pro- 
duction of which amounted to 4,428,742 piculs of centrifugals 
and 500,000 piculs of browns. 

DECREASED ACREAGE UNDER SUGAR. 

The area under sugar-cane, which was 258,325 acres in 
1918-1919, has decreased to 236,269 acres in the present year. 
This decrease is directly due to the high price of rice, which 
renders it a more profitable crop for the farmers, oui, 

According to the local press, however, there is every indi- 
cation that a larger acreage will be put under sugar for the 
1920-21 season. The various new companies recently estab- 
lished have to find cane for their mills, and they are offering 
every possible inducement to persuade the Formosan farmers 
to grow cane instead of rice.

The fact that no great anxiety is entertained regarding 
the future of the industry is evidenced by the large number 
of new sugar companies which were established during the 
past year.

ForMOSAN SuGAR COMPANIES IN NETHERLAND East INDIES. 


An interesting feature is the attention paid by Formosan 
sugar companies and Japanese capitalists to sugar production 
in the Netherland East Indies and elsewhere in the South 
Seas. The Niitaka Sugar Company recently increased its 
capital of 5,000,000 ven to 10,000,000 yen, one of the objects 
being to engage in the cultivation of sugar, rubber, and 
coprain Java. The Taiwan Sugar Manufacturing Company, 
the largest in the Island, is reported to be now contemplat- 
ing the establishment of a branch office at Rangoon in order 
to carry on sugar and rubber production. 

Probably the most important development in this direction 
is the formation of a company to be known as the Japanese 
and Foreign Sugar Manufacturing Co., Ltd. (Naigai Seito 
Kabushiki Kaisha), with an authorised capital of 10,000,000 
yen. The object of this undertaking is the cultivation and 
manufacture of sugar in Java, where a large Dutch company 
has been bought out. 

The Naigai Company are to pay 2,500,000 yen, and to put 
1,000,000 ven aside for ordinary running expenses. These 
charges will be met with the paid-up capital of 2,500,000 yen, 
and debentures for 1.000.000 ven. The income is estimated 
at 2,425,000 yen, and expenditure at 1,140,000 ven, includ- 
ing an allowance of 480,000 yen to meet the expected tax of 
the Netherland East Indian Government on exported sugar. 
mentioned below. 

An entirely new departure, dating from the commence. 
ment of 1919, has been the importation to Formosa of Javan 
sugar for re-manufacture in Formosa during the slack 
season. These imports during the first vear of this move- 
ment amounted to no less than 74,577,217 kin, valued at 
15,502,157 yen.

PROMOTION OF TRADE WITH GERMANY. 


(From Hugh Horne, Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy, Tokio.) 
YOKOHAMA. 


The first noteworthy indication of a German-Japanese 
business rapprochement has appeared in the form of a com- 
pany, to be called the Tairiku Boeki Kabushiki Kaisha (the 
Continental Trading Company, Limited), with headquarters 
at Tokio, and a branch office at Osaka. The capital of the 
company is 10,000,000 ven in 200,000 shares of 50 yen, of 
which 180,000 will be taken up by the promoters and sup- 
porters, who number over 1,000 professors and well-known 
business men and bankers. 

According to the very full advertisement, which is appear- 
ing in most of the local papers, the objects of the company 
are :— 

(1) Importation from Germany and other countries of 
chemicals, medical and surgical appliances, dyes, medicines, 
industrial products, high-class machinery, microscopes, 
glasses, literary publications, and general merchandise. 

(2) Manufacture and sale of medicines, dyes, chemical and 
industrial products and machinery. 

(3) Export of raw materials and manufactures. 

(4) Capitalising and encouraging enterprises on the above 
lines in Germany and Japan. 

In the prospectus, which is worded in the most assuring 
terms, it is claimed that the company will carry everything 
before it. The co-operation of Herr Bart, a wealthy mag- 
nate of Bremen, and Herr Werner, of Saxonv, both having 
long experience and a keen knowledge of Far Eastern affairs, 
has been obtained, picked Japanese have heen sent to Ger- 
many to study conditions, and the brains and experience of 
German merchants and technical experts resident in Japan 
will be utilised. The cheap labour of Japan and raw 
materials of the Far East will be additional advantages for 
the furtherance of the scheme to reap the benefits of the 
many German inventions and discoveries, which have heen 
closed to the world during the period of the war.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


WATER SUPPLY AND DRAINAGE 
DEVELOPMENTS.

The Argentine Government have issued a Decree author- 
ising the National Board of Sanitary Works to pro- 
ceed with the extension of the water supply and drainage

This has 
not only affected the progress of the work, but the Board 
anticipates that the marked increases in prices of materials 
and in cost of labour now ruling may result in the resources 
assigned to the carrying out of the scheme being found 
insufficient.

URUGDAY. 
FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL POSITION. 


The Message of the National Administrative Council to 
the General Assembly at the inauguration of the twenty- 
seventh Legislature (published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial ”’ of 
13th February) contains useful information on the financial 
and commercial position of Uruguay. 

The economic and financial situation of the Republic, the 
Message states, is improving. It is shown in the foreign 
demand for agricultural products, in the rising price of land 
which has triumphed over the temporary stagnation of the 
war, in manufacturing and commercial activity to which 
large sums of money have been devoted, in the volume of 
operations in public securities that have reached their 
highest prices, and in the increase in building after five 
years’ stagnation. 

The principal factor in this situation has been the increase 
in public wealth from foreign trade, which last year was as 
important as in the previous years. The country’s position 
as a creditor has caused an extraordinary increase in the 
value of the national money, which has prevented an 
aggravation of the problem of the high cost of living. The 
unfavourable aspect of this rise in exchange is the difficulty 
in placing exports due to it, but this has been avoided 
owing to the increasing demand and credits given to the 
French and British Governments. 


BANKING POSITION. 

The operations of the Bank of the Republic for 1919 have 
resulted in an increase of capital of 1,942,279 pesos. which 
will raise the paid-up working capital for the vear 1920 to 
18,683,340 pesos. 

With this capital, according to the law of 27th November, 
1917, the legal limit for notes of the major issue (i.e., notes 
of over 10 pesos) will be 56,050,020 pesos, and for notes of 
the minor issue (i.e., notes of less than 10 pesos) 9,341,670 
pesos. In addition, the Bank is empowered to issue up to 
20,000,000 pesos in notes of the major issue to meet the 
credits conceded to the British and French Governments, 
and 5,000,000 pesos against the gold deposits, in its custody, 
of other banks and banking rediscounts. The transactions 
of the Bank in 1919 exceeded those of the former years. 

Deposits which in 1918 had increased by 6,300,000 pesos 
again increased in 1919 by 15,670,000 pesos, allowing 
increased investments without appreciably modifving the 
relations hetween the reserves in specie and the liabilities. 

Investments amounted on 31st December, 1919, to 
33.814.430 pesos, which shows an increase of 26,700,000 
pesos since 1918, included in which is 24.000,000 pesos for 
eredits opened in favour of the French and British Govern- 
ments, and 2,700,000 pesos ordinary advances. 

The credits conceded to the Governments of Britain and 
France were increased durine the past vear_ till thev 
reached, on 31st December, 1919, 23,817.950 pesos to Britain 
and 15,355,109 pesos to France. 

Cattre INpUsTRY. 

Owing to the prosperity of the cattle-raising industrv 
during the last vear manv landowners have cleared off the 
mortgages on their estates. 








RAILWAYs. 

During the economic vear ending on 30th June last the 
traffic on the railwavs greatly increased, but in spite of this. 
if the sections of the Central Railwavs are excepted. although 
traffic and receipts have grown, expenses have also increased 
to such an extent that their economic situation is but little 
improved, and the Government has paid hoth the Midland 
and Northern Railwavs the full amount of the guarantee. 
On the other hand, the Central has returned to the State 
86.182 pesos, being two-thirds of the excess over 6 per cent. 
of the net receints from the Northern Extension, Fastern 


Extension, and North-West Branch. 


Mintnc INDUSTRY. 

The mining industry is decaving owing to the Mining 
Code. which, it is stated, must he annulled. and a new one 
is heing considered with that object. 

The gold mines heing worked in the countrv are very few. 
There is the San Gregorio in Cufianiru, owned bv British 
interests, and other mines in the Department of Rivera. 
which send their mineral to the stamps at San Gregorio to 
he erushed. 

Tn the Denartment of Minas there are being worked the 
tale mines, known as Yacimiento N. and Maruia, and in the 
Denartment of Montevideo the manganese mine called 
Adelaida. The tale mines are in full activitv. and export 
200 to 300 tons of tale to the Argentine monthly. 

During the vear manv mines have been declared in various 
Departments, but up to the present none are heing really

BULGARIA. 
EXCHANGE AND CREDIT REGULATIONS, 


(From W. B. Heard, Commercial Commissioner to 


H.M. Legation.) 








SOFIA, 

A Protocol dealing with commercial credits was published 
in the ‘‘State Gazette’? of 17th March. According to this 
the following decision has been made :— 

1. It is generally permitted, without need to mention 
cases separately, by the Centrale des Devises to contragt 
obligations in foreign moneys against credit abroad. 

The credit thus obtained can be disposed of without 
hindrance by the holders, that is, they may sell the change on 
the open market at the market rate of exchange and cover 
their obligations abroad, etc., by bank transactions. 

For each operation of opening foreign credit the acquirers 
must notify at once, at the time of opening such credit 
only, the Bulgarian National Bank, the Centrale des Devises. 
for information only, of the sources of their credit, the 
quantity and nature of same. 

The holders of credit in foreign exchange abroad and 
means of payment in foreign moneys in the country, which, 
according to Article 5 of the Law for the Centrale des 
Devises, has not been declared before the same, and who 
have not been obliged to declare such credit, may freely 
dispose of it, by selling on the open market at the current 
rate of exchange, again notifying the Centrale des Devises. 
for information only, of each operation. 

Deposits abroad against withdrawals abroad,* against 
Bulgaria in foreign cxchange, will be ceded in full to the 
Centrale des Devises at the rate of exchange on the day of 
sale or purchase in the Centrale des Devises, 

2. The accumulated sums, the value of imported goods at 
the Bulgarian National Bank and private banks, may he freed 
hefore the term fixed expires, if the importer of the goods 
erranges, through other permissible means, to withdraw the 
sums accredited to him, by having it paid to him at the free 
rate of exchange or to have sent to him a_ permit for the 
export of foreign exchange and other means. 

*This means that drafts, cheques, ete., drawn abroad on 
the National Bank of Bulgaria in foreign currency, in pay- 
ment of value held abroad, must be ceded in full hy the 
drawee to the Centrale des Devises at the official rate of 
exchange ruling at the time. 





‘SALVADOR. 


EXCHANGE OFFICE ESTABTASHED. 
(From H.M. Consul.) 





San Sabvapor. 

A Decree to afford stability to the terms of the Taw of 
llth September, 1919, which fixed the rate of exchange for 
the colon (or peso) at 2 pesos for each United States gold 
dollar, and, further to alleviate the inconvenience caused by 
the searcity of currency in Salvador, by creating paper 
monev for values of 25 and 50 centavos and one colon, was 
published in the ‘f Diario Oficial’? of 12th February. 

The Decree established an exchange office for the purpose 
of facilitating normal business under certain conditions, 
amounting to the full control of all exchange operations. 

Should proper guarantees be provided that a sufficient 
sold denosit be actually held by the Government to meet the 
value of new issues of paper which are contemplated, and if 
the newlv-formed exchange office is properly administered. 
it is considered that the new measure should he of benefit 
to the general public. insomuch as it will pvt a ston to the 
severe fluctuations in exchange manipulated by local 
hankers, and create a feeling of security which has hitherto 
been wanting. | 

Clause 9 in the new Decree, which states that the accept- 
ance of the new paper money will not be obligatory, appears 
to nullify to a certain extent the provisions of the Decree 
but the general opinion is that this clause is a safeguard 
for the public. Tn any case, the experiment is of interest.

SYRIA. 
NEW OFFICTATL CURRENCY. 


A Decree of the French Hieh Commissioner makes 48 
official currency of the Western Zone, on and after Ist Mav. 
Svrian hank notes, to be issued by the Bank of Syria under 
French Treasury control. The monetarv unit is a Syrian 
pound, divided into 100 piastres, each equivalent to 
centimes. These notes will be legal tender, and all local 
transactions must he made in them.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


LLOYD’s REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR MARCH QUARTER. 

Lloyd’s Register of Shipbuilding Returns for the Quarter 
ended 3lst March states that the merchant tonnage building 
in the United Kingdom at the end of March, 192U (3,394,425 
tons), Shows the large increase of 400,000 tons as compared 
with December, 1919, and is 1,140,000 tons more than the 
work in hand twelve months ago. 

The largest increase has taken place on the Clyde, where 
there are now 1,178,692 tons under construction. 

The total ‘‘commenced’’ during the quarter amounts to 
708,031 tons, and includes many large vessels. There are 
now building 210 vessels of 6,000 tons and upwards, as 
ompared with 173 at the end of December. The vessels of 
1,000 tons and upwards amount to 62. 

{The output during the quarter, however, shows a shght 
decrease as compared with that of the previous quarter. 

TONNAGE BuILpING ABROAD. 

The total merchant tonnage building abroad, 4,547,525 
tons, is about 320,000 tons lower than the total building at 
the end of December; this is due to the large decrease in 
the tonnage building in the United States, 393,000 tons less 
than at the end of December. 

The figures tor ltaly are about 41,000 tons higher than at 
the end of December; they include the work in hand in the 
district of Trieste, amounting to over 113,000 tons. 

In Holland there is an increase of about 38,000 tons, and 
in France of 23,000 tons. 

The world’s total—7,941,950 tons—is about 81,000 tons 
ligher than the figures recorded for December. 

The tonnage of vessels actually building under the super- 
vision of the society’s surveyors, and intended to be classed 
with Lloyd’s Register, amounts to 4,965,612 tons, viz., 
1,048,563 tons in the United Kingdom, and 2,317,049 tons 
abroad, 

The following figures showing the merchant tonnage 
juilding in the world six years ago, namely, at the end of 
March, 1914, may be of interest for comparison with the 
present totals :-— 

Building in the United Kingdom, 1,890,856 tons ; building 
abroad, 1,452,298 tons; total for the world, 3,343,154 tons, 
of which 2,001,234 tons were building under the supervision 
of Lloyd’s Register. 

It will be noticed that as compared with the present totals 
the United Kingdom tonnage is over 1} million tons higher, 
the tonnage building abroad shows an increase of nearly 
3,100,000 tons, and the tonnage under the supervision of 
lloyd’s Register has increased by nearly 150 per cent.

AUSTRALIA. 
THE NAVIGATION ACT.

The above Act has attracted a great deal of attention on 
this side in view of certain new provisions dealing with the 
wasting trade of the Commonwealth.

idminister the Navigation Act. 


PANAMA CANAL. 
CHARGES OF THE QUARANTINE DIVISION. 


The Board of Trade have received from His Majesty’s 
Consul at Colon copies of a Circular by the Canal Authori- 
ts embodying an Executive Order in the following terms, 
lated llth February, 1920:— 

I. The Governor of the Panama Canal is hereby authorised 
W establish, from time to time, a schedule of charges to 
‘over services rendered by the Quarantine Division of the 
Panama Canal in the ‘disinfection of vessels and their 
“tgoes, for the transportation and subsistence of passengers 
thle in quarantine, for placing guards aboard vessels when 
ieessary, and for the inspection of vessels outside of the 
gular hours, which charges shall be paid to the Panama 
Canal by the person or interest receiving such service. 

I. The Ordinance of the Isthmian Canal Commission, 
‘acted Sth August, 1911, and approved by the Secretary of 
Mar, 22nd August, 1911, ‘“‘providing for night quarantine 
"Spection of vessels at the port of Colon,” and all other 
WS. orders and regulations in conflict with this Order, are 
teby repealed, 

ll. This Order shall take effect from and after this date.

CANADA. 
ROLLING STOCK REQUIREMENTS Ot 
PACIFIC GREAT EASTERN RAILWAY. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has been informed by 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Winnipeg (Mr. L. B. Beale) 
that the Government of British Columbia, which has taken 
over the Pacific Great Eastern Railway from Vancouver to 
Prince George, is hoping to complete the construction of 
that system by the end of the present year. It is understood 
that considerable quantities of rolling stock will be required 
during this and next year. The equipment will be of 
American standard and its purchase will no doubt be some- 
what influenced by the condition of the money market. 

lt is believed that practically all types of freight and 
passenger cars, in addition to locomotives, will be required, 
and it is suggested that those interested should communicate 
with Mr. A. F. Procter, Chief Engineer, Department of 
Railways, Government of British Columbia, Parliament 
Buildings, Victoria, B.C.

AUSTRIA. 


HLECTRIFICATION OF STATIC RAILLWAYS. 
(From 1.M. Commercial Commissioner.) 
VIENNA 

The Board of the State Railways is preparing a programme 
for electrification which it contemplates carrying out during 
the next five years. The following are the main projects con- 
tained therein :— 

Steimach-Irdning-Attnang-Puchheim, with power supplied 
from the power station of the firm Stern and Hafferl in 
Gosau. 

The stretch, Innsbruck-Bludenz, with power supplied by 
a power station on the Spuller lake in course of construction 
since last August, 

The Ruetz works near Innsbruck, which at present run the 
Mittenwald Railway, are to be enlarged sufficiently to supply 
the power for the eastern ascent of the Arlberg railway 
stretch. 

The line, Salzburg-Schwarzach-St. Veit, is under con- 
sideration, and a special power station in the Stuppach 
Valley is proposed for it. 

A notice referring to the proposed electrification of rail- 
ways in Carinthia (German-Austria) was published in the 


‘Journal’ of 23rd October, 1919 (page 514). 











SWEDEN. 


KLECTRIFICATION OF RAILWAYS. 
(from H.M. Minister.) 





STOCKHOLM. 

According to the Swedish press the Administration of the 
State Railways has presented to the Swedish Government a 
detailed statement with an estimate and plan for the con- 
tinued electrification of the State Railways, and a more 
detailed proposal for the electrification of the Stockholm- 
Gothenburg line. (See page 183 of the ‘‘Journal’”’ of 8th 
August.) 

The Administration request the Government to apply to 
the Riksdag for their sanction to commence the electrifica- 
tion of the Stockholm-Gothenburg line at a cost of seventy- 
five million kronor, for which amount they suggest a tem- 
porary Government loan should be granted. 

As regards the general electrification of the Swedish State 
Railways, the Administration consider that, in view of the 
abnormal prices of fuel, this is very desirable and advisable. 
As such an undertaking would, however, entail a consider- 
able outlay of capital, the electrification would have to be 
carried out successively in restricted areas and in fixed 
periods. . 

In investigating whether the necessary electric energy can 
be supplied for the general electrification of the Swedish 
State Railways, the ‘‘train kilometres” and ‘‘gross ton kilo- 
metres”? for 1913 have been doubled. It is calculated that 
eight power stations, each with a separate district, could be 
counted on to supply the power. These stations would be at 
Porjus, in the Ume, Indal, Dal (two stations), and Motals 
Rivers. at Trolhattan on the Laga River. The consumption 
of electricity by the State Railways from these eight stations 
~~ ealeulated at 412,851,000 kilowatt hours, and by the 
private railway at 994,852 kilowatt hours. . 

After the completion of the Stockholm-Gothenburg line, 
the Jerna-Norrkoping, the Katrineholm-Malmo Trelleboug, 
and then the Stockholm-Bracke lines should be electrified.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


IMPORTANT LRON AND STEEL 
AMALGAMATION. 


With reference to the announcement on page 442 of the 
“Journal” of 25th March, giving details of an important 
South African iron and steel amalgamation, the parties at 
present concerned are the Pretoria Iron Mines, Ltd., the 
National Industrial Corporation of South Africa, and the 
Central Mining and Investment Corporation. 

It is understood that the Union Steel Corporation of South 
Africa is not at present in the new company.

DIAMOND MINING: ADDITIONAL 
REGULATION. 

An Additional Regulation to the Precious Stones (Alluvial) 
Amendment Act, 1919, for the grant of permissions to 
occupy trading or residential sites on proclaimed alluvial 
diamond diggings on Crown land in the Province of the 
Cape of Good Hope, has been made by the Governor-General 
of the Union of South Africa. 

It provides that no person other than a registered claim- 
holder shall occupy a residential site, and no person shall 
occupy a trading site on the land indicated, without the per- 
mission of the Inspector of Claims, 

The rental of a residential site has been fixed at £5 per 
annum; that of a trading sits jis to be fixed by the Minister. 

All permissions under this Regulation expire on the suc- 
ceeding 3lst December, but during its currency may be with- 
drawn on three months’ notice from the Inspector to the 
vrantee.

CANADA. 


PETROLEUM AND NATURAL GAS 
RIGHTS. 

Following the discovery of oil in considerable quantities 
in different parts of the Province of Alberta, which has 
greatly enhanced the value of petroleum rights granted 
under the Regulations of llth March, 1910, the rentals 
of petroleum and natural gas locations, the property of 
the Crown, have been doubled by the Governor-General in 
Council to 50 cents per acre for the first year, and one 
dollar per acre for each subsequent year. 

CoMPANY REGISTRATION. 

The provisions in Section 40 of the regulations for the 
disposal of petroleum and natural gas rights given effect 
to by Order in Council of 19th January, 1914, having 
resulted in the discouragement of foreign capital, so essen- 
tial to the exploration and testing of vacant Dominion 
lands thought to contain oil, the following short amendment 
has been substituted : — 

Any company acquiring by assignment, or otherwise, a 
lease under the provisions of these regulations, shall be a 
company registered or licensed in Canada and having its 
principal place of business within His Majesty’s Dominions. 











COLOMBIA. 


NEW OLL COMPANIES. 
(From H.M. Minister.) 





Boaori. 

A Presidential Decree has been issued supplementing Law 
No. 120 of 1919, which laid down the conditions under which 
petroleum could be explored and worked in the Republic. 

In this Decree a definition is given to the word ‘‘asphalt,”’ 
The method and time of payment of duties is fixed, and 
exemption is granted to companies working oil concessions 
or properties from river dues on material employed by them 
and also on the oil, etc. produced. As regards pipe lines, 
these will be subject to special regulations which will be 
issued as soon as the Government are in possession of the 
necessary data to enable it to frame them. 

Article 10 provides that permits to explore any given zone 
may be granted to different people at one and the same time. 

lt is noteworthy that Colombian capitalists are at last 
preparing to take an active part in oil matters generally. 
A company called the Compania Colombiana de Petroleos 
has recently been formed with a capital of 1,000,000 dols. 
Colombian currency, one of the objects of its formation 
being to safeguard small owners of oil-bearing properties 
against absorption by and the rapacity of unscrupulous 
foreigners. The originators of this concern are mostly men 
of substance in the financial and commercial world, many 
of whom are themselves owners of lands containing oil. 

Another company which has just been founded is the 
Compania Colombiana de Fomento, having an initial capital 
of 100,000 dols. This it is proposed to increase eventually 
to 10,000,000 dols. The original shareholders comprise some 
of the most influential Colombians in the Republic. As the 
name implies, the company is a development concern, and 
it is proposed to embark on operations of an extensive 
character tending to promote the progress of the country. 
Development of the oil regions appears to be in the fore- 
front of the programme.

LOSSES DUE TO SALT WATER. 


Prior to the invasion of salt water in the tamous Tepetate 
field the estimated daily potential production of crude 
petroleum was 1,770,000 barrels (42 gallons each), divided 
as follows:— 

Panuco Field.—115 wells (over 100 barrels each), with 
total daily potential production of about 578,000 barrels, or 
an average of about 5,000 barrels per well. 

Topila Field.—29 producing wells, with a daily potential 
production estimated at about 89,000 barrels, or an average 
of approximately 3,000 barrels per well. 

South Country (including Tepetate-Casiano, Los Naranjos, 
Cerro Azul, Alazan-Potrero, and Alamo).—With the excep- 
tion of a few small producing wells in the Tanhuijo and 
Tierra Amarilla fields, 29 producing wells, with an estimated 
daily production (potential) of 1,103,000 barrels, or an 
average of 38,000 barrels per well. 

The estimated daily potential production lost in the past 
13 months by the invasion of salt water in the Tepetate- 
Casiano and Alazan-Potrero fields is about 700,000 barrels ; 
consequently the actual potential production of the Tampico 
oil region is approximately 1,070,000 barrels per day. 


Oit-Carryine Trunk Pipe LINEes. 

There are at present in operation in northern Vera Cruz 
and Tamaulipas the following oil-carrying trunk pipe lines: 
Fifty-three miles of 6 in. lines, with a total carrying 
capacity of 10,000 barrels per day; 472 miles of 8 in. lines, 
with a total carrying capacity of 268,500 barrels per day; 75 
miles of 10 in. lines, with a total carrying capacity of 92,000 
barrels per day. 

In addition to the above there are now being constructed 
two 8 in. and three 10 in. lines from the Los Naranjos field 
to the Gulf coast, which will increase the carrying capacity 
by 160,000 barrels per day. This does not include replace- 
inent lines also being built by several companies. When 
present construction projects are completed the pipe-line 
capacity of the district will be 530,000 barrels of crude 
petroleum per day to tidewater. 


STORAGE FAcILITIES—REFINERIES AND TopPpinc PLANTS. 


On Ist January, 1920, there were 523 steel or concrete 
storage tanks in the district, with a combined capacity of 
24,891,500 barrels. New construction under way on the 
same date totalled 46 steel tanks, with capacity of 2,495,000 
barrels; and projected construction of 88 additional steel 
tanks with a capacity of 4,840,000 barrels. 

Earthen storage capacity in northern Vera Cruz and 
southern Tamaulipas, Ist January, totalled 68 reservoirs, 
with a combined capacity of 20,075,300 barrels. 

On Ist January, 1920, also, there were constructed or 
under construction in Mexico four refineries and ten topping 
plants, with combined capacity of 193,000 barrels of crude 
oil per day. These plants are located as follows: Two re- 
fineries and five topping plants at Tampico; four topping 
plants at Port Lobos; one topping plant at Tuxpan; one 
refinery at Vera Cruz; and one refinery at Minatitlan.

CANADA. 


THE OLEOMARGARINE ACT, 1919, AND 
REGULATIONS THEREUNDER. 

Customs Memorandum No. 2380-B, dated 25th February, 
1920, contains copy of the Oleomargarine Act, 1919, and the 
Regulations which have been issued thereunder by Order-in- 
Council of 5th February, 1920. 

In this Act, or in any Regulations made under its 
authority, “oleomargarine” shall mean and include oleo- 
margarine, margarine, butterine, or any other substitute 
for butter (a) which is manufactured wholly or in part from 
anv fat or oil other than from milk and cream; (b) which 
contains no foreign colouring matter; and (ce) which does not 
contain more than sixteen per cent. of water. 

Notwithstanding anything contained in the Dairy Industry 
Act, 1914, the manufacture in and importation of oleo- 
margarine into Canada shall be permitted until 31st August. 
1990: and the offering for sale, the sale, and the having in 
possession for sale of oleomargarine shall be permitted until 
Ist March, 1921. , 

No person may import oleomargarine into Canada without 
frst having obtained a licence from the Minister of Agri- 
culture to import oleomargarine. 

Oleomargarine imported under the provisions of this Act 
shall be imported free of Customs duty. 

No person may manufacture oleomargarine in Canada 
vithout first having obtained from the Minister of Agricul- 
ture a licence to manufacture oleomargarine. 

Anv licence for the importation or manufacture of oleo- 
margarine may be cancelled by the Minister of Agriculture 
at any time for the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act, or of anv of the Regulations issued thereunder hv the 
Governor in Council. 





REGULATIONS. 
IMPORTATION. 


The Regulations provide that every person who imports 
oleomargarine shall deposit with the Collector of Customs 
at the port of entry, at the time the first entry is made 
hy him, one copy of his licence to import. 

Every person who imports oleomargarine into Canada shall 
deliver to the Collector of Customs, for each lot imported, 
a certificate of inspection of the country of production, 
except when the oleomargarine is manufactured wholly of 
vegetable oils or fats, when the certificate shall be in such 
form as may be required by the Minister of Agriculture. 


MANUFACTURE. 


Licences to manufacture oleomargarine shall be issued 
only to such applicants as have satisfied the Minister that 
any building or buildings in which the applicant proposes to 
manufacture the oleomargarine is well lighted and ven- 
tilated, constructed of suitable material, and provided with 
sanitary conveniences ; that there can be no contamination of 
the oleomargarine by objectionable odours from packing 
houses, fertiliser houses, or other sources: that the machinery 
and equipment is modern and capable of easy and efficient 
cleaning, and that the probable output of the proposed 
establishment will he sufficiently large to justifv the employ- 
ment of an inspector. 

No oleomargarine shall be manufactured in Canada except 
under the supervision of inspectors appointed by the 
Minister. 

No oleomargarine shall he manufactured in Canada in 
any premises used for or connected with the manufacture 
or reworking of butter. 

All materials intended to be used in the manufacture of 
oleomargarine shall be inspected and approved before being 
wed for such purpose. The inspector may at anv time take 
samples of any such materials for analysis. 

No oleo oi] or neutral lard shall be used in the manufac- 
tire of oleomargarine unless it is the production of an 
abattoir under the inspection of the Minister, and bears the 
“Mvernment inspection mark, or has been manufactured in 
the country of origin under inspection satisfactory to the 
“inister, and is at the time of importation covered by the 
ficial markings and export inspection certificate of the 
country of origin,

preservation of oleomargarine. 

No person other than a licensed manufacturer of oleo- 
margarine shall mix oleomargarine and butter. 

No substance intended for the colouring of oleomargarin” 
shall be imported into Canada in packages containing oleo- 
margarine, and no manufacturer, wholesaler, or retailer 
dealing in oleomargarine shall deal in, sell, or give away 
any substance intended for colouring oleomargarine. 


GOLD COAST. 


IMPORTATION OF SPIRITS. 

The Gold Coast ‘Government Gazette’? of 13th March 
publishes the Spirituous Liquors Ordinance, 1920 (No. 5 of 
1920), which was assented to on 23rd February, 1920, proe- 
hibiting the importation, distribution, sale, disposal, and 
possession in the Colony of ‘‘trade spirits’? and “injurious 
spirits.”’? ‘Trade spirits’? are defined in the Ordinance to 
mean spirits imported, or of a kind previously imported, for 
sale to natives, and not generally consumed by Europeans. 
and include mixtures and compounds made with such 
spirits; and “injurious spirits’? as distilled liquors contain- 
ing essential oils or chemical products, which are recognised 
as being injurious to health, such as thujone, star anise. 
benzoic, aldehyde, salicylic esters, hyssop. absinthe, and 
similar substances, unless such spirits have been denatured. 

The Ordinance further prohibits the importation, distribu- 
tion, sale, disposal, and possession of stills, and of all appara- 
tus suitable for the distillation of alcohol or for the rectifi- 
cation or redistillation of spirits, except under licence 
granted by the Governor or by the Comptroller of Customs 
in the case of certain specified apparatus for prescribe | 
purposes,

BELGIUM. 
AMENDMENT OF EXPORT PROHIBITIONS. 


With reference to the notice at pages 56-7 of the issue 
of the “Board of Trade Journal’ for 8th January, respect- 
ing the Belgian import and export regulations, the Board of 
Trade have received copy of a Decree of the Ministry of 
Industry, Labour and Supply, dated 26th March and pub- 
lished in the ‘‘Moniteur Belge’’ for 3rd April, which amends 
the export prohibitions so far as concerns the articles con- 
trolled by this Ministry. 

The only goods under the control of that Ministry which 
now require an export licence are the following :—

The Brazilian ‘Diario Official’ for 12th March contains 
a Presidential Decree (No. 14093) providing tur the main- 
tenance in force during the current year of the preferential 
Customs treatment accorded to certain articles of United 
States origin on importation into Brazil. 

The preferential treatment consists of a reduction of 30 
per cent. of the duty in favour of wheat flour of United 
States origin, and a reduction of 20 per cent. in respect ot 
certain other articles produced in the United States, viz., 
those specified in the notice at page 572 of the ‘Board of 
Trade Journal’ for 22nd February, 1917.

DUTLES ON CERTAIN FOODSTURES 
TEMPORARILY SUSPENDED. 

The “Diario Oficial’ of Colombia for 3lst January con- 
tains a Decree, dated 28th January, in virtue of which the 
Customs duties on the following foodstuffs imported into 
the Republic are suspended from 10th February to 20th 
July next:—Rice; sugar and brown sugar (panela);

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

By Decrees of 25th November, 1917, and 30th June, 1918, 
it was provided that sums payable in gold in respect ot 
Customs duties might be paid direct to the Customs in 
paper currency (biglietti di Stato « di Banca), with the 
addition of 50 per cent. to the amount payable. 

The ‘‘Gazetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for 8th April contains a 
Decree, dated 6th April, which provides that, from the date 
of publication of the Decree, the amount payable is to be 
increased by 100 per cent, when paper currency is used. 





FRANCE (Madagascar. ) 

REDUCED CUSTOMS DUTY ON MOTOR CARS. 

The “Journal Officiel”’ of Madagascar for 6th March con- 
tains an Arrété, dated 28th February, which promulgates 
in Madagascar and its Dependencies the French Decree of 
22rd December last. 

The effect of this is to reduce from 70 per cent. to 45 per 
cent. ad ralorem the Customs duty on motor chassis with 
or withoui engines, or body, weighing 2,500 kilogs or less, 
and detached parts of such cars, imported into Madagascar.

PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION OF 
“LUXURY” AND SIMILAR ARTICLES. 

The Council of Ministers of the Serb-Croat-Slovene State 
decided on 19th March to restrict importations into the 
Kingdom to the ‘indispensable needs of the country, 
whether for its existence and maintenance or for its healthy 
development.”’? Under this Decision (which became effective 
on 23rd March, the date of publication in the Official 
Gazette of the Kingdom) the importation of the goods 
enumerated in the subjoined list is prohibited, without 
regard to the origin of the goods. 

As intimated in the notice at page 472 of the ‘Board of 
Trade Journal’’ for lst April, consignments of goods of the 
prohibited kinds which were cn route to the Kingdom on 
23rd March, may be admitted into the country, but such 
consignments must be imported within a month (i.e., on 
or before 23rd April). 

The list of goods the importation of which is now pre 
hibited, follows the classification of the General Customs 
Tariff of the Kingdom. A translation of the list has been 
received, through the Foreign Office, from H.M. Repre- 
sentative at Belgrade, and is reprinted below.

The ‘‘Diario do Governo’’ for 24th March contains a 
Decree (No. 6467) of the same date, in virtue of which the 
exportation from Portugal to foreign countries of cotton 
and woollen fabrics, both woven and knitted, is prohibited. 

A Decree (No. 6407) of 20th February prohibited the 
exportation ot olive oil from Portugal, and also the use of 
such oil in the soap industry. 


REPUBLIC OF GEORGIA. 


INCREASE OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Otice, of information to the effect that, as from lst March 
last, the Customs duties levied on goods imported into 
Batoum from abroad (viz., those of the former Russian 
“European”’ Tariff) have been increased tenfold. This 
iucreass is applicable to goods entering Georgia through 
Batoum.
